Terracing farm lands promises to 
fill an important place in preventing 
further soil erosion on Kentucky 
farms and rebuilding many of tha 
2.500,000 acres iti tlie state that al- 
ready are badly washed and gullied, 
according to Earl G. Welcli. farm en- 
ginaert^ specialist at the CoU^e 
of Acrleaitture. DanMMWtrattdSs to 
show farmers how to terrace the roll- 
ing fields on their farms already have 
been held in Crittenden. Hopkins, 
Hart, ^'biUfi}- Powell ootwtiea, 
wkile adOltlaaal oaaa are aakadalod 
for 17 other counties.

FOR SELaCTING SEIO EARS 
fiarly com in Keatueky Is nearly 
mature at the present time and la 
another moath will be ripe enough 
for farmers to select their supply of 
seed for next year, according to R. 
E. Stepbapson, soils and crops speci- 
alist at tha'CoUega of Agriealtara. 
Practically all azpertaaat statkms la 
com-growing states aa well as scores 
of farmer? in erery state have shown 
by actual tests that Beld-selected 
aan el^aa prapar aata after gather- 
tag pra«Maa Ushly pnCtaMe tai- 
creaaes la yield over uidlaaii eii*' 
selected seed. Ears, gathered early 
from healthy, vigorous stalks and 
stored so that they will dry quickly 
glTo aaad that garmlnatea promptly 
and pndaeaa atroac. haallkp plaaSa. 
it was pointed out. 

Field selection Is better than that 
(lone at husking time for several 
reasons. In the flrst place, it permiU 
the lanaer to select a type of plant 
that BMMt aaarly asaau Ua Maals as 
regarda the alaa at stalk. p ii lM Ha a( 
the ear on the stalk and the type ol 
liusk In the second place, it permits 
the selection of seed ears from 
plants that are tree from disease

f)r<iuiaiilv llie most desirable ones 
are those that are strong and upright 
aad BOt too high with the ear grow 
Ing at a coavaaiaat haiaht Cora 
harvest sometimes is a diflealt task 
because of the great height of the 
ears.
